The  fact  that  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  during 
the  year  and  that  the  loss  of  infant  life  was  low  bears 
testimony  to  all  doctors  and  nurses  concerned  as  well  as 
the  parents?  No  cases  of  diphtheria  were  notified  for 
the  seventh  successive  year,  but  all  concerned  with  the 
health  and  well  being  of  young  children  are  reminded  that 
protection  against  this  disease  must  not  be  neglected, 
and  that  all  children  should  have  completed  a course  of 
immunisation  by  the  end  of  their  first  year*
